DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 3, in Applicants' remarks filed 1 1/13/03, Applicants point out 
that Nakamura fails to disclose means for multiplexing an area designation part and a content 
part as claimed in the independent claims 1 and 3, Nakamura only discloses supplying road map 
data and traffic information for a given area to a transmitter. Examiner agrees with Applicants 
that Nakamura fails to disclose this limitation. Therefore, the independent claims 1 and 3 are 
allowed. 

Claims 2 and 4 are allowed as indicated in the previous Office Action (paper No. 3). 
Claim 5 depends on claim 1. Therefore, claim 5 is allowed. 
Claim 6 depends on claim 2. Therefore, claim 6 is allowed. 
Claim 7 depends on claim 3. Therefore, claim 7 is allowed. 
Claim 8 depends on claim 4. Therefore, claim 4 is allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
